Return to road 
is ‘scandalous’ 

JOHN Skipper, owner of 
A10 Taxis, has slammed 
the sentence. 

He said: “Where is the 
justice here? 

“She used the taxi for 
her personal use and 
then drove it without due 
care and attention, which 
led to the death of an 
unborn baby. 

“Now she’s back out on 
the road - it’s 
scandalous.” 

Iroshan Threen, owner 
of Fencabs, confirmed he 
has employed Smith. 

He said: “It was an 
accident and, at the end 
of the day, many people 
have accidents. 

“I have every 
confidence in Natalie.”

A TAXI driver has said she 
feels “nothing but hatred for 
herself” after she crashed 
and caused her friend’s un¬ 
born baby to be stillborn. 

Natalie Smith, 27, was work¬ 
ing for cab firm A10 Taxis and 
was using one of the company’s 
vehicles for her own personal 
use when the horrific collision 
happened on February 10. 

She was driving along Great Drove in 
Swaffham Prior with a friend in the 
passenger seat and another friend, who 
was 39 weeks pregnant, in the back. 

It was at around 8.30pm that Smith 
lost control of the Vauxhall Zafira and 
ploughed into a tree, with the impact 
causing the car to burst into flames. 

Smith and the front seat passenger 
both sustained serious injuries in the 
collision. Her pregnant friend was also 
seriously injured and her baby died as a 
result of the crash. 

Delia Matthews, prosecuting, said: 
“As a result of the crash the baby was 
stillborn. 

“The mother also suffered fractures 
to the sternum and a head injury. She 
was in hospital for six days.” 

Smith, of Queensway, Soham, app¬ 
eared at Cambridge Magistrates’ Court 
last Friday and pleaded guilty to a 
charge of driving without due care and 
attention. 


Smith, a single mum, told mag¬ 
istrates: “I’m extremely sorry, I can’t say 
sorry enough. 

“Every day of my life since the 
accident I have felt nothing but hatred 
for myself.” 

She explained how she had broken 
her hip, pelvis and sustained severe 


lacerations to one of her knees as well 
as facial injuries, and pleaded with the 
court not to disqualify her from driving. 

Smith is now employed as a taxi 
driver for another firm, having left the 
Ely-based A10 Taxis. 

Tony Birks, presiding magistrate, 
allowed Smith to keep her driving 


licence and endorsed it with six penalty 
points. 

He said: “I understand and realise 
that you have already been punished 
enough for this.” 

Smith was also fined £65 and was 
ordered to pay court costs of £70 and a 
£15 victim surcharge.

disqualified for 17 months.

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‘Stop baiting 
us over 28 pc 
hike in rates’ 

A PARISH council chairman has 
accused a local lobby group of 
“council baiting” his authority. 

Gordon Foster, chairman of Sutton 
Parish Council, says residents who 
have been campaigning against a 28 
per cent increase in their council tax 
precept have made “some sort of 
sport or entertainment” out of coun¬ 
cil baiting. 

As reported in the Weekly News, 
residents have attacked the intro¬ 
duction of the precept hike in a bid to 
balance the council’s books for 
2011/12. 

They launched a petition, which 
gained 1,000 signatures in just 10 
days, and sent it to MP Eric Pickles, 
the Secretary of State for Commun¬ 
ities and Local Government. 

But in a statement which was due 
to be read at the council’s full council 
meeting on Tuesday night, Mr Foster 
said: “It is a matter of real sadness to 
me that the sustained strident 
criticism of the council has resulted 
in several dedicated and conscient¬ 
ious former councillors declining to 
stand for office this time around. 

“An impartial observer might well 
conclude that for at least a few 
residents ‘council-baiting’ appears to 
have become some sort of sport. 

“I would appeal to residents who 
have genuine interest in the village 
and its facilities and who care about 
all of its residents to join the council 
and become properly involved in the 
democratic process.” 


Sport chiefs’ fears 
over parking fees 


LEISURE centre bosses have 
joined the feud over plans to 
introduce civil parking enforce¬ 
ment in East Cambridgeshire. 

Along with traders and business 
owners, the management committee of 
Ely’s Paradise Centre is concerned 
about the effects it will have on the 
district. 

lohn Blunt, committee chairman, 
said: “We are concerned about the 
inevitable rise in costs to East 
Cambridgeshire residents and visitors 
to Ely. 

“Many businesses are operating on a 
small margin of profit and any move by 
the local authority which has the result 
of reducing this profit will have a 
drastic effect on the city’s viability in a 
time of financial pressure. 

“One of Ely’s commercial attractions 
is the absence of car parking charges, 
encouraging retail and leisure activity 
in the city.” 

The committee fears the centre will 
also become “unaffordable” for the 
many charities and organisations which 
currently use its facilities to carry on 
meeting there if they are forced to pay

to park. 

lust some of the groups which use the 
centre include Strada, Ely’s Highfield 
School and fo fingles. 

It is also used for local GP surgery 
sessions, children’s creche services and 
aerobics for the over-50s. 

Mr Blunt said: “Many of the people 
using the centre and the Newnham 
Street car park are from disadvantaged 
or low income groups. 

“If the council agrees to implement 
civil parking enforcement, the effect 
will be to make the centre unaffordable 
for those people. 

“The Government has expressed its 
desire for local authorities to provide 
greater opportunities for exercise to all, 
particularly in the year of the Olympics. 

“The imposition of parking charges 
will have the opposite effect.” 

It comes just weeks after Cambridge¬ 
shire County Council announced that, 
with the support of East Camb¬ 
ridgeshire District Council, it would 
apply to the Department for Transport 


for civil parking enforcement to be 
rolled out across the district, including 
Ely, Soham and Littleport. 

Traders and business owners are 
adamant the plan will affect business in 
the district. 

Barry Lonsdale, chairman of the Ely 
Traders’ Association, said: “We app¬ 
reciate that civil parking enforcement 
needs to be introduced to deal with 
Ely’s parking problems. 

“But if people are forced to pay to 
park it will really hit us traders hard and 
have a hugely detrimental effect on the 
city and surrounding area.” 

However, council bosses insist civil 
parking enforcement will reduce cong¬ 
estion and make roads safer.

Call to halt 
turbine bid 

COUNCILLORS have been 
urged to stop plans for a 
wind turbine on a business 
park. 

Mr I Salmon, owner of 
Michell Instruments, on 
Ely’s Lancaster Business 
Park, wants to build an 
18.4m turbine at his ind¬ 
ustrial unit. 

He applied to East Camb¬ 
ridgeshire District Council 
for planning permission 
earlier this year. 

The application comes 
just months after Mr Salmon 
was granted planning perm¬ 
ission to extend his 
industrial unit, provide 39 
extra car parking spaces and 
a cycle parking site. 

But Lucie Turnell, a plan¬ 
ning officer at the district 
council, has urged the plan¬ 
ning committee to refuse 
the turbine. 

The committee were due 
to meet yesterday to make a 
decision on the plans. 

In a report, she said the 
proposed site is within only 
70 metres of Lancaster 
Lodge, a residential property 
north of the business park 
outside its boundary. 

The City of Ely Council 
says it has no concerns with 
the plans and the district 
council has received no 
letters of objection. 

However, Witchford Par¬ 
ish Council insists the pro¬ 
posed turbine is located “too 
close” to Lancaster Lodge. 

A statement from En¬ 
vironmental Health said: 
“The proposals still raise 
concerns due to the prox¬ 
imity to a residential prop¬ 
erty.”

Teacher rapped after 
online chat with pupil 


A TEACHER who had “inapp¬ 
ropriate communications” with a 
female pupil on Facebook has 
been allowed to return to the 
classroom. 

Gary Holden was found guilty of 
“unacceptable professional conduct” by a 
General Teaching Council disciplinary 
panel while he was employed at City of 
Ely Community College. 

The professional conduct committee 
found he had “failed to maintain 
professional boundaries” by having 
conversations with a Year 10 pupil on 
Facebook between October 22 and Nov¬ 
ember 3 last year.

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One conversation included “inapprop¬ 
riate content”, although the panel did not 
say what had been said. 

But the committee decided to let him 
return to teaching after taking a 
retraining course. 

The tribunal heard the online comm¬ 
unication was contrary to advice given 
in a staff briefing, in which teachers were 
warned about the perils of befriending 
students on social network sites. 

It heard how Mr Holden had removed 
the girl as a friend on Facebook, but then 
engaged in communications on a 


private basis. 

Committee chair Barbara Hibbert said: 
“There is no doubt that your conduct fell 
below appropriate professional standards. 

“The nature of the contact you had with 
a teenage pupil outside of the school and 
outside of any proper educational 
purpose was wholly inappropriate and 
crossed the appropriate boundary as 
between pupils and teachers. 

“Your actions fell below the standards 
of the profession, and were clearly 
damaging to the reputation of the pro¬ 
fession. 

“Your actions not only had an impact 
upon the pupil but upon others in the 
school and had the potential to bring the 


profession into disrepute.” 

But she said Mr Holden should be able 
to continue teaching after undergoing a 
training course. 

She said: “Although your conduct 
results in the raising of serious concerns, 
we do not find your actions fundament¬ 
ally incompatible with your continuing to 
be a registered teacher and we find you 
have insight into your actions. 

“We find that you do have the skills to 
continue to make a positive offering to the 
profession, but take the view that pupils 
and the public are best protected by your 
taking a safeguarding course and your 
continued registration as a teacher being 
conditional on successful completion of 
such a course.”

Fears for future of 
residents in home 


FEARS are mounting for the 
future of frail and elderly resi¬ 
dents of care homes run by 
Southern Cross Healthcare in 
Cambridgeshire. 

As reported in the Weekly News, the 
major healthcare company has been in 
financial crisis since the beginning of 
this year. 

The firm currently runs seven care 
homes in Cambridgeshire, including 
Midfield Lodge Care Centre in Oakington 
and Lily House in Ely. 

It also has a care home in March, 
three in Wisbech and one in Peter¬ 
borough. 

MEP Richard Howitt has now entered 
the fray - calling for definitive action 
from the Government. 

Last Wednesday, the firm announced 
a radical emergency plan to pay nearly

one-third less to its landlords over the 
next four months in a bid to save cash. 

Cambridgeshire Euro MP Richard 
Howitt has written to Andrew Lansley, 
the Health Secretary, demanding to 
know what will happen if the landlords 
do not accept a rent reduction and start 
to take back their homes. 

He said: “The Government talked 
about the Big Society but I want to live 
in a caring and compassionate society - 
not one that leaves the vulnerable high 
and dry. 

“Government cuts have contributed 
to the financial meltdown of Southern 
Cross so now I want to hear what they 
are going to do to pick up the pieces. 

“We are not talking about numbers on 
a balance sheet, but about mums, dads 


and grandparents whose long-term care 
should be a priority. 

“It would be a terrible upheaval for 
residents to be forced to move from the 
place they call home.” 

Cambridgeshire’s Liberal Democrat 
health spokesman, Cllr Geoffrey Heath- 
cock, is also worried. 

He said: “The county council are being 
very quiet about this. 

“But we all want to know urgently 
their battle plan if, as is predicted, these 
homes close.” 

From early 2008 to early 2011, 
Southern Cross Healthcare’s shares fell 
by 98 per cent, reducing its market value 
from £1.1 billion to around £12 million. 

A Cambridgeshire County Council 
spokesman said: “The county council is 
monitoring the situation and will take 
action if the company’s current position 
changes.”

Tourism boosts 
local economy

Peacock - one of the 
village’s greatest bene¬ 
factors. 

Residents, councillors and 
community leaders gathered 
on Saturday to unveil a plaque 
created in memory of the 
wealthy businessman. 

It has been put on the wall 
outside luxury flats in White 
Hart Lane - the building which 
used to be home to Mr 
Peacock’s business, the Hope 
Brothers shirt factory 

Edina Scott, a member of the 
Littleport Society, has been 
researching Mr Peacock’s life 
for years and has been working 
tirelessly to give him the 
recognition he deserves. 

Mrs Scott, who lives in The 
Homes, Littleport, said: “Mr 
Peacock was a wonderful man. 

“He was the biggest bene¬ 
factor we ever had in Littleport 
and despite becoming ex¬ 


tremely rich, he never forgot 
his roots. 

“He completely changed 
people’s lives, as well as his 
own.” 

Mr Peacock was born in the 
village in 1829 and was 
educated in Ely. 

After finishing school, he 
became an apprentice hosier at 
Robert Sayle in Cambridge 


before travelling the world. 

In 1869, he established his 
own shop in London before 
moving with his family back to 
Littleport when the business 
began to thrive. 

After seeing the poverty that 
was blighting the village, Mr 
Peacock did his utmost to help 
and built the Hope Brothers 
shirt factory in 1882 to provide 


employment for young women 
and mothers. 

As things progressed, he went 
on to buy houses for his workers 
as well as recreation facilities, a 
library and gardens, eventually 
providing work for 400 women 
and girls in the area. 

Mr Peacock, who had 14 
children, died in 1895 but left a 
lasting legacy.

‘Weather to 
blame for 
limp florals’ 


GREEN-fingered residents are in 
uproar after Ely’s floral displays 
were slammed as being the “worst 
they have been for years”. 

Members of the Ely in Bloom 
committee and local gardeners insist the 
city’s streets will soon be “aglow with 
colour”. 

They say the recent drought has caused 
hanging baskets and planters to suffer 
and have criticised those who have 
complained about the issue, saying they 
should volunteer their time to help make 
the city look brighter instead. 

Patricia Simmonds, chairman of the 
Friends of Jubilee Gardens, said: “Do 
those who are so quick to criticise and 
complain not realise that although we 
have had “summer weather” since mid- 
April, with a drought situation ever since, 
it is still only early June - the traditional 
time for planting up baskets. 

“Bedding plants have struggled to 
survive this extreme climate, which has 
challenged everyone involved in 
horticulture and farming.” 

It comes after the Weekly News reported 
how residents were disappointed with the 
city’s “pathetic” floral displays. 

Earlier this year, members of the Ely in 
Bloom committee announced they would 
not be taking part in the prestigious 
Anglia in Bloom competition 2011 
because they wanted to maximise the 
chances of securing Gold next year. 

Residents said they felt the standards 
were being allowed to slip as judges would

not be casting their eyes over the displays 
this summer. 

However, Mrs Simmonds, of Cardinals 
Way, said: “The lack of display has nothing 
at all to do with Ely in Bloom but all to do 
with very unusual seasonal weather. 

“Once in situ, the council gardening 
team will be out with the bowsers, often 
as early as 5am, to water and care for 
these displays before starting their normal 
workload, which often does not finish 
until 7pm during the height of the season. 

“And very soon the streets and parks of 
Ely will be aglow with colour and beauty 
and the envy of many other towns. 

“Be grateful to those who strive so hard 
to keep it that way.” 

Cllr Sheila Friend-Smith, a longstand¬ 
ing member of the Ely in Bloom 
committee, added: “It is the weather that 
has been the problem. 

“The sharp frosts followed by the 
drought have caused our bedding plants 
to suffer. 

“It is certainly not because we are losing 
interest in making the city look beautiful 
or indeed because we are not bothered. 

“The hanging baskets and planters are 
soon ready to go and with this year’s 
colour theme being yellows, oranges and 
reds, we are confident the displays this 
year will be as striking as ever.”

Concern over 
acupuncture 

PLANS to open a new 
acupuncture practice in 
Ely are causing 
councillors concern.

Community leaders await 
study on courthouse costs 


ELY’S historic courthouse 
has been assessed by fin¬ 
ancial experts - and 
community leaders are 
now awaiting the figures. 

Local organisations working 
to safeguard the future of the 
Grade I-listed building in Lynn 
Road say they hope to have the 
results of the evaluation soon, 

Yvonne Thresh, chairman of 
the Ely Society, said: “We expect 
the results of the evaluation to 
be available by the end of the 
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month. People have been in to 
work out all the sums, in¬ 
cluding the costs of buying the 
building and the running costs, 
so we’ve now got to wait and 
see what they say. 

“It’s slightly annoying to have 
to wait around but we have 
decided we need to see the 
figures and then go from there. 

“We need to get all the cal¬ 


culations right before we move 
things forward.” 

Members of the Ely Society, 
City of Ely Council, Ely Per¬ 
spective group and other local 
organisations have been meet¬ 
ing regularly since the court 
closed in March to discuss 
future uses for the building. 

The courthouse was one of 
hundreds across the country to 
be shut down by Her Majesty’s 
Court Service in a bid to save 
money. 

Community leaders hope to 


buy the building from the court 
service to make sure it con¬ 
tinues to be used. 

Turning the courthouse into 
a museum, offices for local 
charities and even a tourist 
attraction are among the ideas 
that have been raised so far. 

The City of Ely Council has 
also discussed moving into the 
building from its current base 
in Market Street. 

Ely’s mayor, Cllr John Yates, 
said: “We are investigating all 
avenues when it comes to the 


future of the courthouse. 

“Many ideas are being exp¬ 
lored, including moving the city 
council offices into the court¬ 
house and another idea is for 
the building to be used as a 
museum. 

“However, we are just looking 
at the potential of these ideas.” 

Mrs Thresh said she hoped 
another meeting would be held 
in July to discuss the evaluation 
report.

Owner re|ects

that people can see what talent there is 
in the area. 

“The windows of Mr Borland’s shop 
would be ideal as a lot of people pass by 
there and it would cost him nothing as 
they would simply be in the windows.

FIVE friends who took on a 
gruelling mountaineering 
challenge have returned 
home safe and sound. 

Ellen Brogan, from Aldreth, 
came up with the idea of climb¬ 
ing 16 mountains to raise money 
for Bliss, a charity dedicated to 
caring for sick and premature 
babies in the UK. 

Miss Brogan, 24, was born 
prematurely herself and was 
cared for at the RAF Hospital in 
Ely, now the Princess of Wales 
Hospital, which no longer has a 
special care baby unit. 

She hoped to raise around 
£5,000 for Bliss by climbing the 
16 highest mountains in the Lake 
District alongside her brother, 
fohn Brogan, her partner, Tim 
Colwill, from Nottingham, his 
brother, Ben, and their friend 
Peter Miles, from St Neots. 

The adventurous fivesome 
finished the challenge on May 26 
after an impressive eight days of 
hiking. 

Miss Brogan said: “It was an 
amazing experience for us all, 
but we’re all glad to be home. 

“We knew it was going to be 


tough but we were climbing 
some of the toughest terrain in 
horrendous weather conditions 
and we really did have to keep 
each other’s motivation up. 

“One of the highlights had to 
be climbing Scafell Pike and 
Scafell in the same day - that was 
amazing. 

“We had to miss one day bec¬ 
ause of horrendous hail and 
lOOmph winds but we climbed 
all 16 mountains in eight days.” 

The challenge saw Miss Brogan 


and the group trek a total dist¬ 
ance of 58.7 miles and climb a 
total height of 5.2 miles. 

The mountains scaled also 
included Skiddaw, Little Man, 
Bow Fell, Esk Pike and Great End. 

They also took on Mount 
Blencathra, Great Gable, Pillar, 
Fairfield, Nethermost Pike, Raise, 
White Side, Helvellyn and Catstye 
Cam.

A CHARITY which

“But we badly need a new stage, 
curtains and theatre lighting to 
enable not just us, but others from 
the community to hire the venue 
and perform there.” 

The charity also runs a project 
called Super Troopers, where 
young people visit care homes in 
the area and perform to the elderly 
residents. 

It also offers users the 
opportunity to gain Arts Awards, 
which helps boost their CVs. 

Mrs Loaker said: “We need to 
raise £4,000 and are desperate for 
sponsors and donations. 

“The difference this would make 
to our young people is huge.

The big film 


X-MEN: FIRST CLASS 
certificate 12A 131m 

VERY good things come to 
those who wait. 

After the sinking ship of Pirates 
Of The Caribbean: On Stranger 
Tides and the pounding 
headache of The Hangover Part 
II, the omens were distinctly ill 
for this summer season. 
Thankfully British director 
Matthew Vaughn, who lifted 
spirits last year with the 
deliciously foul-mouthed Kick- 
Ass, repeats the feat with this 
exhilarating, action-packed 
prequel based on the hugely 
popular Marvel Comics. 

After the lukewarm reception to 
spin-off X-Men Origins: 

Wolverine, Vaughn delivers a 
sleek and satisfying opening 
chapter that establishes the 
mythology of the iconic 
characters and provides 
tantalising glimpses of where 
the series can go next. 

The film opens in Poland in 1944 
with young Erik Lehnsherr 
(Michael Fassbender) unlocking 
his devastating power of 
magnetism thanks to the 
provocation of a sadistic 
concentration camp 
commandant (Kevin Bacon). 



At the same time in Westchester, 
New York, young telepath 
Charles Xavier (James McAvoy) 
meets shape-shifter Raven 
Darkholme (Jennifer Lawrence) 
and they become close friends. 

Fast forward to 1962 and Erik is 
hunting down the commandant 
to exact revenge for his parents. 

It transpires that the German 
officer has reinvented himself as 
power-hungry globe-trotter 
Sebastian Shaw, who intends to 
spark nuclear war between 
Russia and America aided by 
mutant sidekicks Emma Frost 
(January Jones), Azazel (Jason 
Flemyng) and Riptide (Alex 
Gonzalez). 


Standing in his way are Charles, 
Raven and five gifted mutants - 
Angel (Zoe Kravitz), Banshee 
(Caleb Landry Jones), Beast 
(Nicholas Hoult), Darwin (Edi 
Gathegi) and Havok (Lucas Till). 
At first Charles and Erik work 
together to defeat Sebastian, 
their common enemy. 

However, a grave rift opens 
between the mutant leaders, 
lighting the fuse on the brutal 
and bloody war between the X- 
Men and Magneto’s 
brotherhood. 

X-Men: First Class is a terrific 
reinvention, adhering closely to 
the comics to appease fans 
while entertaining cinema 
audiences with a tight script, 
snappy editing and directorial 
brio. 

McAvoy and Fassbender are 
assured actors, capable of 
heartbreaking emotion, and 
there are plenty of tears here as 
nuclear war looms. 

The only quibble is 
Fassbender’s wavering accent, 
which jigs from Europe to 
County Kerry and resonates so 
strongly of the Emerald Isle by 
the closing frames that you have 
to question if the Polish prologue 
was fantasy.

A FINE row against tough

Goldie opens campaign with 
a world championship mark 


GOLDIE Sayers has made the best start 
to a season in her career. 

The 28-year-old javelin star had 
suffered a setback in her plans for the 
campaign after needing a minor knee 
operation eight weeks ago. 

But the former King’s School, Ely 
pupil completed her comeback ahead of 
schedule to compete at the CAU 
Inter-Counties Championship at 
Bedford, and did so in impressive style. 

She won the competition by 4.53m 
from Laura Whittingham, and her throw 
of 61.61 m was the best opening mark of 
her career and also beyond the 61.50m 
world championship qualifying mark. 

“It was a last-minute decision to 
compete,” said Sayers. “I was really 
pleased with that opener as it was only 
the third or fourth time I had thrown off a 



run-up. It didn’t surprise me, I’m in much 
better shape than that, but in terms of 
running off a full run-up it takes a little bit 
to get your timing. It’s a good start and a 
solid start. It’s quite pleasing.” 

Sayers (above), whose next 
competition could be in Italy tomorrow 


(Friday), was this week named in the 
Aviva Great Britain team for Spa 
European Team Championships in 
Stockholm on June 18-19. 

“I need to do a little bit in training,” she 
said. “I’m quite excited about these 
championships as that was a set target to 
try to be fit for, and the fact it is three 
weeks before means we’re ahead of 
schedule.” 

Sayers’ effort of 61.61 m puts her 
eighth in the world rankings, with the 
main goal for the season the world 
championships in Daegu, Korea, 
with the javelin taking place on the first 
two days of September. 

“Everything is geared towards the 
world championships but I was more 
looking forward to this year being able 
to compete and being fit,” she added. 
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
